file on the spiral trac\, and so on for remaining data files; 

generating a system sector for the data files, wherein the system sector identifies, for 
each data file, its location in the writable area and its size; 

writing the system sector in the writable area, wherein the system sector is written 
from the remaining end of the spiral track; 

generating an updated syste^i sector whenever there is a change in the data files stored 
on the writable area, wherein the updated system sector identifies the changed data file s, the 
unchanged data files being identified bv the system sector: and

writing the updated system sector int^e writable area, wherein the updated system 
sector is written from the end of the system secfyr on the spiral track. 

3 . (previously presented) The method of Clakn 2, wherein the change is an additional 
data file being written in the writable area, the additional data file being written from the end 
of the last data file on the spiral track, and wherein the updpted system sector identifies the 
location and size of the additional data file. 
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4. (previously presented) The method of Claim 2, wherein the change is a modified 
data filling written in the writable area, the modified data file being written from the end 
of the lastMata file on the spiral track, and wherein the updated system sector identifies the 
location and\ize of the modified data file such that the modified data file replaces the

5. (previously presented) The method of claim 2, wherein the change is an indication 
that a given data file sttaed in the writable area is to be considered deleted.

6. (previously preseMed) The method of claim 2, wherein the writable area is 
contained within an annular arta of the optical disk, the annular area having an inner diameter 
and an outer diameter, and wher^n the first end of the spiral track is adjacent the outer 
diameter and the remaining end of the spiral track is adjacent the inner diameter. 

7. (previously presented) The n^thod of Claim 2, wherein each system sector 
comprises: 

a directory identification parameter tii^t is used to determine when to terminate the 
process of reading the system sectors). 

8. (previously presented) The method of Cl^m 2, wherein each system sector further 
comprises: 

a file identification parameter that is used to deteiWie when to tenninate the process 
of reading the system sector(s). 

9 . (previously presented) The method of Claim 2, wherein each system sector

a da^a block number that indicates the next available writeable location for a data file.

- (currently amended) A write-once read-many (WORM) optical disk, comprising: 
a \vriteable area on the optical disk, wherein the writable area is formed in a spiral 
track, the spiW track forming a data area starting at a first end of the spiral track and 
extending towards the remaining end and forming a system sector starting at the remaining 
end and extendmgtowards the first end, wherein the data area comprises a plurality of data 
files and the system sector identifies the location and size of the data files; and wharoin the 
writable area include s- including;: 

an updated system sector th afr includes information for accessing updated data files, 
*vfcesei» the updated system se\tor being , is written in the writable area starting from the end 
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of the system sector towards the data area along the spiral track, the information for ar^^inp 
flie data files that were n ot updated \eing stored in the system sector. 



24. (previously presented) The optical disk of Claim 20, wherein each system sector 
comprises: 

a directory idtntification parameter that is used to determine when to terminate the 
process of reading eachYf the system sectors. 

25. (previously presented) The optical disk of Claim 24, wherein each system sector 
comprises: 

a file identification parameter that is used to determine when to terminate the process 
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of reading each of the system sectors. 

26. <pre\^ously presented) The optical disk of Claim 20, wherein each system sector 
includes: 

a svriteable data block number that indicates the next available location for a data file. 
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
